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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1962 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1962. 

I should  like,  in  this  introduction,  to  mention  a few  of  the  more  important  matters  dealt  with  in  the  body 
of  the  Report. 

Regarding  the  vital  statistics  the  number  of  live  births  assignable  to  the  District  was  315  compared  with 
274  in  the  year  1961.  Both  the  crude  and  the  adjusted  birth  rates  for  the  year  were  the  same,  namely;  18.6 
per  1,000  population.  The  birth  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  County  of  Lancaster  were  18.0  and 
18.28  respectively. 

The  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year  1962  was  311  which  is  3 fewer  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  death  rate  was  18.4  per  1,000  population  (adjusted  death  rate  12.1).  The  death  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  11.9  and  for  Lancashire  12.85  (adjusted  14.27).  There  were  213  deaths  (101  males  and 
112  females)  in  the  ages  70  years  and  over.  Comparing  the  causes  of  death  with  those  of  the  previous  year 
there  were  8 deaths  from  influenza  (17  in  1961),  9 fewer  deaths  from  coronary  artery  disease,  4 more  from  all 
forms  of  cancer,  but  deaths  from  lung  cancer— 7,  was  the  same  as  in  1960  and  1961. 

With  regard  to  lung  cancer,  the  Report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  published  in  1962,  confirmed  the 
previous  evidence  regarding  the  definite  relationship  between  tobacco  smoking  and  this  disease.  Much  research 
is  being  carried  out  in  this  field  and  there  is  much  to  be  learned  especially  as  to  the  reasons  why  people  com- 
mence to  smoke. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year  1962.  One  death  from  this  cause  was  recorded 
in  the  previous  year. 

The  steady  decline  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate;  i.e.  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age,  during  the 
first  half  of  this  century,  is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  aspects  of  Preventive  Medicine.  The  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  was  138  per  1,000  live  births  at  the  beginning  of  the  century.  In  1962  the  figure  was  21.4.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  in  Fulwood  was  12.7  A still  further  reduction  in  infantile  deaths  is,  however,  one  df 
the  challenges  facing  the  profession.  In  this  connection,  one  must  make  reference  to  the  discovery  made 
during  the  year  that  the  administration  of  the  drug  Thalidomide  during  the  early  months  of  pregnancy  was  in 
a number  of  instances  followed  by  the  births  of  infants  with  deformities.  No  doubt  many  important  lessons 
will  be  learned  from  this  tragic  occurrence.  Investigation  brought  to  light  three  infants  in  Fulwood  born  with 
deformities  which  might  be  attributable  to  Thalidomide. 

Turning  now  to  infectious  diseases,  it  is  found  that  the  total  number  of  notifications  during  the  year 
was  255  winch  is  an  increase  of  73  over  the  previous  year.  This  increase  is  mainly  accounted  for  by  an  out- 
break of  Food  Poisoning  at  Fulwood  Barracks.  This  outbreak  was  investigated  but  the  source  of  infection  was 
not  discovered  and  no  causative  organism  was  isolated.  The  illness  was  of  a mild  nature  and  short  duration. 
Measles  again  became  prevalent  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  173  cases  were  notified — 34  more  than  in  the 
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previous  year.  Once  again  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  cases  of  either  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  were  notified  in 
Fulwood  but  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  vaccination  and  immunisation  against  these  diseases  be  continued 
One  case  of  undulant  fever  was  reported  although  it  is  not  notifiable.  This  disease  is  caused  by  the  consump- 
tion of  raw  milk  from  cows  infected  with  brucella  organisms.  Efficient  pasteurisation  of  infected  milk  renders 
it  safe. 

The  introduction  of  smallpox  into  the  country  and  subsequent  outbreaks  resulted  in  a much  increased 
demand  for  vaccination  against  the  disease.  The  apparent  ease  with  which  the  disease  could  be  introduced, 
indicated  the  necessity  for  the  utmost  vigilance  particularly  at  airports.  Primary  vaccination  of  infants  is 
now  recommended  to  be  done  between  the  age  of  1 to  2 years  and  is  a protective  measure  which  should  not 
be  neglected. 

The  various  aspects  of  environmental  hygiene  continued  to  receive  careful  attention  during  the 
year  and  details  are  given  in  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  section  of  the  Report.  A report 
on  the  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas  was  presented  to  the  Council  but  no  steps  have  yet  been  taken  to 
implement  this  worthwhile  measure  of  control  of  domestic  smoke.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  that  the  efficient  sewerage  of  the  District  is  being  given  careful  attention.  The  last 
phase  of  the  house  connection  scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  and  the  whole  scheme  has  resulted 
in  the  elimination  of  approximately  1,150  septic  tanks.  The  'Council  have  every  cause  to  be  proud  of  this 
achievement  which  undoubtedly  has  resulted  in  a major  improvement  to  the  environmental  condition  of  the 
District.  Attention  is  now  being  focused  on  the  sewerage  arrangements  of  the  southern  area  of  the  District. 
Housing  development  in  the  District  continues  and  during  the  year  166  houses  were  completed  under  private 
enterprise.  Work  on  the  scheme  of  dwellings  for  elderly  persons  proceeded  and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  22 
bungalows  were  occupied  and  the  resident  warden  had  been  appointed.  This  scheme  will  undoubtedly  be  of 
inestimable  value  in  enabling  elderly  persons  to  maintain  their  independence  under  favourable  conditions. 

Much  voluntary  work  is  carried  out  in  the  District,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  elderly  and 
reference  is  made  to  this  in  the  Report. 

In  conclusion,  I must  thank  Mr.  McFarlane,  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  willing  co-operation  at 
ail  times,  Miss  Whelan,  clerk  typist,  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  she  carries  out  her  duties  and  all  the  other 
officers  and  staff  of  the  'Council  for  their  assistance  whenever  required. 

I am  very  grateful  to  the  Chairman  arid  Members  of  the  Council,  and  in  particular  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Public  Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee  for  their  combined  support  and  encouragement.

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Physical  Characteristics  of  the  Area. 


The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  oblong  in  shape.  The  highest  point  of  the  area  is  in  the  North  East 
being  190  feet  above  sea  level,  and  the  lowest  point  in  the  South  'West  being  55  feet  above  the  datum  line. 
Gentle  rises  and  falls  characterise  the  district. 


There  are  four  streams  flowing  through  the  area  from  East  to  West.  These  are:  Sharoe  Brook, 
Boundary  Brook,  Savick  Brook  and  Eaves  Brook.  Eaves  Brook  forms  the  Southern  boundary  of  the  district 
and  separates  the  Urban  District  from  the  County  Borough  of  Preston.  The  Savick  Brook  is  the  largest  of  the 
four  and  also  the  most  rapid  in  its  flow,  though  after  heavy  rain  it  frequently  overflows  its  banks  and  floods  the 
adjoining  lands.  The  other  three  are  less  rapid  in  their  flow. 

Geologically  the  area  is  a part  of  the  Lancashire  Plain  which  is  floored  with  red  rock  of  the  Triassic 
age  (examples  oi  these  rocks  can  be  seen  at  the  base  of  the  cliffs  at  Blackpool).  Most  of  this  floor  is  imper- 
meable, but  there  is  a fault  of  Bunter  Sandstone  which  runs  from  South  East  to  North  West  through  part 
of  the  district  and  is  considered  to  be  water  bearing.  Superficial  to  the  rock  base  there  are  three  layers  of 
Glacial  Drift  varying  in  depth  from  90  to  130  feet — the  Lower  Boulder  Clay,  the  Drift  Sand  and  the  Upper 
Boulder  Clay.  The  thickness  of  the  individual  layers  varies  considerably  in  different  parts  of  the  district.  In 
the  North  Eastern  portion  there  are  many  bluffs  or  hillocks  composed  entirely  of  Drift  Sand  with  a covering 
of  Upper  Boulder  Clay  of  varying  thickness.  Some  of  these  bluffs  have,  on  the  contrary,  a central  core  of 
clay  and  a surround  of  sand.  All  the  bluffs  rest  upon  a base  of  lower  Boulder  Clay  many  feet  in  thickness. 
Towards  the  Western  side  of  the  district  the  Upper  Boulder  Clay  Layer  is  above  20  feet  in  thickness,  resting 
upon  sand  of  up  to  30  feet  in  depth  with  a layer  of  Lower  Boulder  Clay  underneath  which  varies  considerably 
in  thickness.  The  Triassic  Rock  Layer  is  raised  above  the  existing  sea  level  but  forms  an  inclined  plane  rising 
to  the  Pennines.  The  Glacial  Drift  Layers  above  this  rock  layer  sometimes  reach  a depth  of  170  feet. 

In  the  drift  layers,  pebbles  and  boulders  are  found,  consisting  of  Yoredale  Grits,  Limestone,  Lakeland 
Traps,  Granites,  and  Volcanic  Ash  brought  down  from  the  Lakeland  mountains  by  ice  movement.  Occa- 
sionally granite  from  Criffel  on  the  North  side  of  the  Solway,  may  be  found.  Water  bearing  seams  occur  at 
the  surface  of  the  Lower  Boulder  Clay  and  on  thin  beds  of  clay  in  the  Middle  Drift.

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Social  Conditions  and  Amenities  of  the  District. 

The  district  is  a residential  one  with  wide  streets  and  avenues,  and  housing  of  an  excellent 
and  substantial  character. 

The  only  large  industrial  concern  is  a steam  laundry  which  employs  local  labour.  On  the  outskirts  of 
the  area  there  are  dairy  farms  and  a small  amount  of  cultivation,  although  several  acres  of  farmland  have  been 
taken  over  for  development,  and  private  housing  estates  are  springing  up. 

Several  more  avenues  were  made  up  during  the  year,  and  there  now  remain  very  few  unmade  roads 
in  the  district. 

There  are  two  large  hostels  for  aged  persons  and  a residential  children’s  home  in  the  district.  There 
are  two  hospitals  in  the  area — Sharoe  Green  Hospital  for  acute,  chronic,  maternity  and  mentally  ill  cases, 
and  Longsands  Lane  Continuation  Hospital  for  Orthopaedic  cases. 

The  various  religious  denominations  are  well  catered  for  by  seven  churches  and  five  of  these  possess 
halls  which  are  used  for  religious  and  social  activities.  These  halls  were  used  in  1962  for  concerts,  dances, 
entertainments  and  lectures. 

The  County  Council  Library  has  two  branches  in  Fulwood,  one  in  the  northern  part  ana  one  serving 
the  Southern  part  of  the  district. 

Recreation  and  sport  are  well  accommodated.  There  is  an  old  established  and  well  known  Golf  Club, 

a tennis  club,  a private  bowling  club,  several  bowling  greens  at  hotels,  a sports  club  and  a youth  centre,  with 
a sports  section.  There  is  also  an  indoor  cricket  school. 

In  two  of  the  County  Council  Schools,  there  are  many  activities  in  the  evenings.  Local  organisations 
provide  debates,  lectures  and  discussions  on  subjects  of  local,  national  and  international  importance. 

FULWOOD  CIVIC  BALL 

Organised  by  the  Chairman,  Councillor  T.  iC.  N icholson,  this  event  took  place  in  January  at  the  Fulwood 
County  Secondary  Modern  School  Hall  in  Black  Bull  Lane.  It  was  attended  by  many  Civic  guests  from  sur- 
rounding districts.  Nearly  200  guests  enjoyed  an  excellent  dinner  and  dance  and  several  charities  benefited  from 
the  proceeds. 


OLD  PEOPLE’S  WELFARE 

The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  with  representatives  from  various  organisations  in  Fulwood, 
continued  its  useful  work  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mrs.  N.  M.  Howard. 

A very  enjoyable  Christmas  party  was  held  in  the  Gallowajf  Hall,  for  the  over  sixties.  Also  during  the 
Christmas  period  about  140  food  parcels  were  distributed  to  the  housebound. 

In  June  the  Welfare  Committee  and  Over  6 0’s  Club  combined  to  stage  an  exhibition  and  sale  of 
old  people’s  handicrafts  at  the  Galloway  Hall.  Amongst  the  many  articles  to  be  seen  was  a very  fine  display  of 
needle  work,  rug  making  and  knitwear.  The  exhibition  was  open  ior  two  days  and  during  this  time,  many 
local  residents  took  advantage  of  viewing  a most  praiseworthy  effort. 
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The  Activities  of  the  Over  60’ s Club  continued  throughout  the  year  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Mrs. 
M.  Howarth.  These  activities  included : dances,  whistdrives,  parties  and  social  evenings. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service  run  by  the  W.V.S.  was  operated  throughout  1962.  Cooked  meals  are  de- 
livered twice  a week  to  the  homes  of  old  and  handicapped  persons.  This  service  is  greatly  appreciated  by  all  who 
derive  benefit  from  it.

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Population 

In  the  Census  of  1951  the  population  of  Fulwood  was  13,087. 

In  the  Census  of  1961  the  population  of  Fulwood  was  15,966. 

For  mid  1962  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  was  16,900. 

This  figure  includes  approximately  400  persons  resident  in  the  institutions  in  the  district. 

Deaths  and  Death  Rates 

The  figures  below  are  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers.  The  crude  and  adjusted  death  rates 
were  18.4  and  12.1  respectively,  the  former  being  a decrease  of  0.8  and  the  latter  an  increase  of  0.6  on  the 
previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  was  311,  three  less  than  for  1961.  The  following 
table  shows  that  a high  proportion  of  the  deaths  were  above  the  age  of  70  years. 

There  were  213  deaths  (101  males  and  112  females)  in  the  ages  above  70  years:  — 

43  (M.  25,  F.  18)  were  between  70  and  75  years.

During  the  year  there  were  105  deaths  in  hostels  in  this  area  (M.  44,  F.  61). 

Neo-Natal,  Early  Neo-Natal  and  Perinatal  Mortality 

The  Registrar  General  in  addition  to  supplying  particulars  of  neo-natal  mortality  (deaths  of  infants 
under  four  weeks  of  age),  has  also  supplied  information  as  to  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age 

(early  neo-natal  mortality)  and  has  also  included  the  perinatal  mortality  rate,  i.e.,  the  number  of  stillbirths 

and  early  neo-natal  deaths  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births. 

Three  infant  deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  week  .giving  an  early  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  9.5 
per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  the  total  infant  mortality  rate  of  12.7  per  1,000  live  births. 


Infant  Mortality 

There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  the  same  as  in  1961.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  12.7  as  compared  with  14.6  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as 
a whole  is  21.4.  The  cause  of  death  of  the  four  infants  is  given  below:  — 

Female  (3  days) — Haemorrhagic  disease. 

Male  (10  minutes) — Atelectasis. 

Female  (1  hour) — Anencephaly. 

Male  (5  months)  Pneumonia. 
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Laboratory  Service. 

All  examinations  concerned  with  Public  Health  were  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
under  the  directorship  of  Dr.  L.  Robertson.  Water,  milk,  ice  cream  and  faecal  material  submitted  by  this 
authority  were  examined  and  the  necessary  bateriological  tests  carried  out,  and  reports  were  subs,  quentiy 
issued  on  the  results  of  these  tests. 

A total  of  454  samples  and  specimens  were  sub  mitted  and  examined  during  the  year. 

Chemical  Analyses  were  usually  carried  out  by  the  County  Analyst. 

Hospital  Service. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  all  hospital  treatment  is  free. 

The  hospitals  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  are  administered  locally  by  the 
Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  are  as  follows  : —

Mount  Street  Hospital,  Preston,  a voluntary  hospital  for  Medical,  Surgical  and  Maternity 
cases,  is  not  under  the  National  Health  Service. 

Malignant  Diseases.  A special  section  of  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  officered  by  personnel  from  ths 
Christie  Cancer  Hospital,  Manchester,  was  used  by  patients  from  this  district.  A limited  amount  of  treatment 
is  available  but  for  more  major  conditions  admission  is  arranged  to  Christie  Hospital. 


Ante-Natal  Services.  These  clinics  are  provided  by  the  Hospitals  Management  Committee  at  Preston 
Royal  Infirmary  and  Sharoe  Green  Hospital.  No  details  were  issued  of  the  number  of  women  who  attended 
them  from  this  district  but  doubtless  they  were  extensively  used. 

General  Diseases. 

The  accommodation  and  the  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  persons  requiring  hospital  treatment  are 
enumerated  above,  but  the  extent  to  which  these  facilities  are  utilised  by  the  residents  of  this  district  is  not 

known. 


As  in  former  years,  the  Manager  of  the  Preston  branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National

A diagnostic  clinic  fo:  deafness,  particularly  in  infancy,  was  held  regularly  at  Larch  House. 
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School  Children 

Medical  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  school  nurses  at  the  various  schools  in 
the  district.  Children  requiring  treatment  for  minor  ailments  or  special  examinations  can  receive  attention  at 
the  clinic  at  Larch  House.  A fortnightly  Ophthalmic  clinic  is  also  held  on  the  same  premises. 

In  addition  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  the  children  by  the  school  nurses  to  follow  up  treatment 
or  to  keep  the  children  under  observation  in  their  homes. 

The  Centre  for  speech  defects  and  for  speech  training  at  Spring  Bank,  Preston,  was  available  for 
children  from  this  area. 

Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons. 

A Social  and  Handicraft  Centre  for  handicapped  persons,  run  by  the  County  Council,  was  held 
throughout  the  year.  This  centre  was  held  weekly  at  the  William  Wilding  Galloway  Hall  in  Brackenbury 
Road. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  scheme  for  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Administrative  County  is  administered 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  the  Preston  an  d Chorley  Hospital  Management  Committee.  Chest 
Clinics  are  provided  for  the  diagnosis  of  the  disease.  T he  clinics  work  in  close  association  with  the  Sanatoria 
and  serve  a valuable  purpose  in  the  main  essence  of  supervision  of  patients  after  their  discharge  therefrom. 
The  Chest  Clinic  for  patients  residing  in  the  District  is  situated  at  12,  Walton’s  Parade,  Preston. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides  the  hospital  and  sanatorium  accommodation. 

BCG  vaccination  is  available  to  contacts  on  th  e advice  of  the  Chest  Physician  at  the  Chest  Clinics  and 
to  thirteen  year  old  children  under  the  School  Health  Service.

ENVIRONMENTAL  SERVICES 
The  Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  Disease 

Comments  have  been  made  in  the  introductory  remarks  to  the  report,  on  general  aspects  of  infectious 
disease  in  the  district  in  1932.  The  outbreaks  presented  no  real  problems  except  for  the  food  poisoning  and 
dysentery  cases  where  the  difficulty  of  tracing  the  source  of  infection  was  usually  encountered. 

In  appropriate  cases,  the  disinfection  of  houses,  books  and  clothes  was  carried  out. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year  was  255,  compared  with  182  for  1961.  This 
was  due  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  and  Food  Poisoning.  Comments  on  some  of  the 
notifiable  diseases  are  given  below. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Only  6 cases  were  notified  in  the  district  compared  with  12  in  the  previous  year.  This  is  the  lowest 
figure  recorded  for  this  disease  in  Fulwood  since  1950.  Scarlet  Fever  is  now  of  only  a mild  nature,  with  most 
cases  being  nursed  at  home,  unless  adequate  facilities  are  not  available. 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  2 cases  of  whooping  'Cough  were  notified  during  the  year,  this  being  a decrease  of  8 compared 
with  1961.  This  seems  adequate  proof  of  the  value  of  immunisation. 

Measles 

This  disease  again  accounted  for  nearly  70  per  cent,  of  the  total  notifications  received.  All  except  2 of 
the  173  cases  were  in  children  under  6 years  of  age. 

Food.  Poisoning  and  Dysentery 

Both  these  diseases  showed  an  increase  in  the  n umiber  of  notified  cases  over  the  previous  year.  Food 
Poisoning  49  (4  in  1961)  Dysentery  15  (13  in  1961). 

The  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  Food  Poisoning  notifications  is  accounted  for  by  one  out- 
break affecting  45  army  personnel  stationed  at  Fulwood  Barracks.  These  cases  were  notified  bv  the  Medical 
Officer  at  the  Barracks  and  investigations  were  earned  out  and  the  following  case  history  was  ascertained; 
45  other  ranks  were  affected  and  the  onset  in  all  cases  was  aproximately  the  same,  2 a.m.  on  the  5th  April. 
All  suffered  from  diarrhoea  and  general  nausea,  although  none  were  seriously  ill,  only  one  being  confined  to  bed. 
It  was  assumed  that  one  of  the  meals  was  the  cause,  possibly  tea  which  was  served  between  4-30  and  5-30  p.m. 
on  the  4th  April. 

The  cookhouse  was  visited  and  samples  of  food  served  for  the  tea  and  other  meals  were  obtained  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  Faecal  specimens  were  also  obtained  from  the 
affected  persons  and  also  from  the  cookhouse  staff.  Ho  wever,  all  samples  and  specimens  were  reported  to  be 
negative  so  the  actual  cause  was  not  discovered. 

Routine  investigations  were  carried  out  in  all  other  cases  and  an  overall  total  of  112  faecal  specimens 
was  taken.  Salmonella  Stanley  was  found  to  be  the  causative  organism  in  one  of  the  cases  of  Food  Poisoning. 
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Poliomyelitis 

For  the  third  year  running,  no  cases  were  notified  in  this  district.  The  vaccination  campaign  continued 
and  over  1,500  children  were  vaccinated  during  the  year  in  the  clinic  or  schools.  Not  all  of  these  children,  how- 
ever, were  resident  in  Fulwood. 


Undulant  Fever 

Although  not  a notifiable  disease,  cases  are  usually  reported  by  the  Medical  Practitioners  to  this  office, 
so  that  investigations  can  be  carried  out.  One  case  was  notified  during  the  year.

Mass  Radiography. 

The  No.  5 Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Man  Chester  Regional  Hospital  Board  visited  Fulwood  in 
September.  It  was  stationed  in  Larch  House  grounds  for  two  days.  During  this  survey,  758  persons  were 
x-rayed  as  against  433  in  1960,  a very  satisfactory  increase.  As  the  unit  had  been  stationed  in  Preston  for 
several  weeks  prior  to  visiting  this  district,  no  doubt  many  Fulwood  residents  had  already  taken  advantage  of 

this  service.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


There  are  seven  dairies  in  the  district  and  also  nine  shops  other  than  dairies  selling  milk.  In  front  of 
one  shop,  a milk  vending  machine  is  installed.  This  seems  to  be  well  used,  mainly  by  the  travelling  public. 
Regular  sampling  ensures  that  this  milk  maintains  the  required  standard.  Distributors  retailing  milk  in  Fulwood 
number  thirty-eight,  but  twenty-nine  of  these  are  from  premises  outside  the  district. 

Routine  sampling  of  milk  continued  througho  ut  the  year  and  the  table  below  gives  details  of  raw  milk 
samples  taken  during  the  past  5 years.  A detailed  account  of  the  milk  samples  taken  during  1962  will  be  found

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SEWAGE  AND  SEWAGE  CONTROL 

Work  on  the  house  connection  scheme  was  completed  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  with  22  septic 
tanks  being  eliminated,  and  the  drains  piped  direct  to  the  sewers. 

One  hundred  and  seventy  two  new  houses  or  flats  were  completed  in  1962  and  all  of  these  were  con- 
nected to  main  drainage. 

Closet  Accommodation 

The  water  carriage  system  was  almost  universal  in  the  district,  with  nearly  all  the  houses  connected 
to  the  sewerage  system.  Only  the  outlying  rural  areas  have  no  main  drainage  facilities,  but  properties  in  these 
areas  utilise  the  septic  tank  system  for  drainage.  Twenty  houses  still  have  earth  or  pail  closets  in  use.

Public  Cleansing 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  was  responsible  for  this  service,  as  well  as  the  collection  of  salvage. 

This  service  is  fully  motorised  and  a weekly  collection  for  the  district  was  in  operation,  and  6,122 
movable  ashbins  were  cleared  each  week. 

The  controlled  system  of  tipping  was  in  operation  at  the  tip  situated  in  Longridge  and  used  jointly 
with  Longridge  Urban  District  Council. 


Housing 

The  standard  of  housing  in  this  district  is  and  always  has  been  a high  one.  The  policy  of  the  Council 
has  always  been  to  maintain  that  standard  and  thus  retain  the  residential  character  of  the  area.  Several 
private  housing  estates  were  under  construction  during  the  year  and  the  areas  of  development  are  listed  in 
Mr.  Dickinson’s  Report. 

Work  proceeded  on  the  old  people’s  bungalow  site  off  Sharoe  Green  Lane  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  the  22  bungalows  were  completed  and  occupied.  T he  two  flats  over  the  Community  Centre  were  also  com- 
pleted and,  and  in  October  the  resident  warden  (Mrs.  M . Marie)  moved  onto  the  site  and  commenced  her  duties. 

It  is  expected  that  the  remaining  16  flats  will  be  occupied  early  in  the  new  year. 

312  visits  were  made  to  190  houses  during  the  year  to  inspect  for  any  defects  (including  drainage) . 155 
new  defects  were  found  of  an  easily  remedied  character  and  during  the  year  158  defects  were  abated.  (This 
figure  includes  3 properties  where  defects  were  found  in  1931  but  not  abated  unt'l  1962).  It  was  not  found 
necessary  to  take  any  legal  proceedings  and  only  one  statutory  notice  was  served. 

Overcrowding 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  were  found  during  the  year. 

At  the  year  end  there  were  60  applicants  on  the  housing  list,  and  after  the  aged  persons  bungalows  and 
flats  had  been  allocated,  there  remained  a further  51  applicants  on  the  list  for  consideration  should  any  vacancies 


occur.

Routine  smoke  observations  were  carried  out  during  the  year  on  the  few  small  industrial  concerns  in 
the  district.  No  serious  emissions  of  smoke  or  grit  were  encountered. 

A report  on  the  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas  and  details  of  a survey  carried  out  in  1961, 
were  presented  to  the  Council  in  March,  1962.  The  Council  approved  in  principle  the  policy  of  smoke  control, 
and  hoped  in  time  to  make  the  whole  of  the  district  a smoke  control  area.  This  would  depend  on  the  avail- 
ability of  smokeless  fuels,  and  smoke  control  orders  being  made  by  Preston  Corporation  along  our  Southern 

boundary. 

Shops  Act,  1950. 

Although  not  a shops  Act  Authority,  certain  functions  arc  delegated  to  this  Council  by  the  County 
Council.  These  functions  include  the  inspection  of  shops  to  check  on  heating,  lighting,  ventilation,  washing 
facilities,  temperature,  facilities  ifor  meals  and  hours  of  employment  for  young  persons.  Reports  on  such  inspec- 
tions are  made  direct  to  the  County  Council  and  during  1962  only  six  inspections  were  made.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1962. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  department  for  the  year  1962. 

This  was  a “ big  ” year  with  a return  of  the  caterpillar  infestation  which  had  troubled  us  in  a small 
way  during  previous  years.  Hawthorn  hedges  all  over  the  district  were  alive  with  these  small  black  cater- 
pillars (Y  Padella)  and  were  soon  stripped  of  all  leaf.  This  was  bad  enough,  but  in  Fulwood  they  did  not  confine 
themselves  to  the  hedges  alone.  In  many  instances  we  were  called  out  to  houses  to  find  garden  walls,  paths 
and  even  the  house  walls  and  windows  a seething  mass  of  black.  Through  open  windows,  ventilators  and  under 
doors  the  caterpillars  even  ventured  inside  the  houses  and  were  to  be  found  on  furniture,  in  beds  and  even 
“ on  Television.”  However,  spraying  with  Malathion  insecticide  was  a quick  answer  to  this  plague.  During 
a period  of  a few  weeks  in  June  and  July,  over  200  properties  were  visited  and  a successful  treatment  carried 
out.  In  many  cases  householders  were  oblivious  of  the  infestation  until  a front  page  story  appeared  in  the 
Evening  Post  and  they  went  out  to  check  their  hedges.  It  is  fortunate  that  only  hedges  of  the  hawthorn  type 
have  been  affected.  This  caterpillar  has  to  a lesser  degree  been  found  on  apple  trees,  gooseberry  bushes  and 
rose  trees. 

An  interesting  case  worthy  of  mention  concerned  a complaint  from  a resident  that  a very  bad  smell 
came  when  the  hot  water  taps  were  turned  on.  Upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  when  the  hot  water  tap  was 
run  in  either  the  kitchen  or  bathroom  a very  foul  smell  filled  the  room.  This  smell  seemed  to  be  consistent  with 
the  normal  smell  associated  with  a decomposing  body  o ? a rodent  or  bird.  As  the  only  open  part  of  the  hot  water 
system  was  the  storage  tank,  situated  in  the  roof  space,  this  was  checked  first  and  floating  in  the  water  was 
the  body  of  a bird  in  a rather  advanced  state  of  decomposition.  This  was  removed,  and  the  hot  taps  allowed  to 
run  for  some  time  in  order  to  clear  out  the  polluted  water.  A few  weeks  later  a similar  complaint  was  received 
from  another  part  of  the  district  with  identical  results  to  the  first.  It  was  assumed  that  these  birds  had  got  into 
the  roof  space  through  a ventilator  or  hole  under  the  eaves. 

Food  premises  generally  maintained  a fairly  high  standard  with  improvements  being  carried  out  to 
several  shops.  During  the  year  a new  mobile  shop  was  acquired  by  one  of  our  butchers.  This  was  considered 
to  be  the  most  up  to  date  mobile  butcher’s  shop  yet  produced  The  fittings  included;  refrigerator,  wash  hand 
basin  and  display  shelves.  The  interior  was  so  constructed  to  enable  it  to  be  efficiently  and  easily  cleaned. 

I cannot  conclude  this  introduction  without  com  menting  on  a matter  which  has  caused  considerable 
trouble  in  this  area  for  some  time.  I refer  to  the  disgusting  habit  of  dumping  unwanted  rubbish  in  brooks,  on 
spare  land  and  even  by  the  roadsides.  Fulwood  residents  are  not  necessarily  to  blame  in  all  cases,  as  a lot  of 
the  rubbish  is  brought  by  car  and  deposited  at  night,  making  it  difficult  to  catch  the  culprits.  At  regular  inter- 
vals “ No  Tipping  Notices  ” have  been  erected  in  different  parts  of  the  district.  Unfortunately  these  notices 
do  not  last  long,  they  are  soon  broken  down  and  destroyed. 
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In  several  instances  it  has  been  found  that  broken  glass,  jagged  bins,  etc.,  have  been  left  on  various 
plots  of  land,  presenting  a serious  hazard  to  the  children  who  frequently  use  these  plots  as  play  grounds. 

Publicity  was  given  to  this  problem  in  the  local  paper  during  the  year  and  it  remains  to  be  seen 
whether  it  will  bring  about  any  lasting  improvement. 

Work  on  the  various  aspects  of  Public  Health  has  continued  during  the  year  and  details  of  this  are 
given  in  tabulated  form  in  the  following  pages. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  and  con- 
fidence during  the  year.  I would  also  like  to  thank  ali  my  colleagues  ior  their  co-operation  and  help  and  in 
particular  to  Miss  J.  Whelan  and  Mr.  J.  L.  Singleton,  for  whose  valuable  assistance  I am  greatly  indebted.

One  of  the  above  cases  listed  under  disinfection  of  premises  gives  an  example  of  the  type  of  job  we 
are  sometimes  called  upon  to  carry  out.  On  5th  September  the  police  constable  from  Broughton  village  rang  to 
ask  if  we  could  fumigate  his  car  which  was  at  the  time  at  Fulwood  Police  Station.  The  night  previous  he  had 
picked  up  a man  suffering  from  Chronic  Tuberculosis  who  had  dismissed  himself  from  the  Sanatorium.  He 
was  taken  to  the  Fulwood  Police  Station  and  apparently  coughed  and  spluttered  all  over  the  car  during  the 
journey.  As  he  was  also  for  a time  in  a cell,  at  Fulwood  Police  Station,  this  as  well  as  the  Police  car  was 
disinfected.

Again  no  case  of  tubercle  bacillus  in  milk  was  found  in  this  area.  However,  Brucellosis  has  now  be- 
come the  problem  disease  for  eradication.  In  this  connection  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
commenced  a free  vaccination  service  for  all  calves.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  in  time  help  to  free  herds  of 
the  brucella  infection. 

112  individual  milk  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  the  majority  of  these  being  concerned  with 
two  herds.  Affected  animals  were  either  slaughtered  o r their  milk  was  sent  for  pasteurisation  in  order  to  render 
it  safe. 
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ICE  CREAM 

55  Samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year.  38  of  these  were  grade  1 and  16  were  grade  2. 
Only  one  sample  (grade  3)  was  below  standard.  As  this  and  several  of  the  grade  2 samples  were  of  the  same 
brand,  the  manufacturers  were  informed  of  the  results. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

299  visits  were  made  to  the  one  private  slaughterhouse  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  A 100  per 
cent,  inspection  was  maintained  on  all  carcases  and  organs. 

During  the  year,  plans  were  approved  for  the  construction  of  a completely  new  slaughterhouse  to  re- 
place the  existing  one,  which  has  proved  to  be  rather  small  and  inconvenient  for  the  number  of  animals 
killed.  It  is  hoped  that  work  on  the  new  buildings  will  be  commenced  in  1983.

The  number  of  cattle  and  sheep  killed  both  show  an  increase  over  the  figures  for  19< 1.  The  quality  of 
the  animaL  slaughtered  remains  high.  This  is  the  first  year  on  record  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  tuberculo- 
sis in  any  of  the  cattle  killed.

REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEER  AND  SURVEYOR. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

The  following  is  my  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department  in  1962:  — 

Private  Street  Works  :

Highways  : 

The  usual  maintenance  programme  was  carried  out  on  both  District  and  Classified  roads  and  surface 
dressing  works  were  completed  on  rural  roads,  urban  streets  and  lengths  of  classified  roads.  A number  of 
footways  in  streets  were  surface  dressed  with  red  pigmented  bitumen  dressing. 

The  carriageways  and  footways  in  the  following  streets  were  resurfaced  during  the  year:  — 

Highgate  Avenue  Manor  Avenue 

Duchy  Avenue 

and  at  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  proceeding  in  Queens  Road  and  Brook  Street.  Some  footway 
resurfacing  was  also  carried  out  in  Victoria  Road  and  Fulwood  Hall  Lane. 

On  classified  roads  the  carriageway  of  Lightfoot  Lane  from  Garstang  Road  to  “ Denefield  ” was  re- 
surfaced and  the  surfacing  of  the  footways  of  Woodplumpton  Road  was  completed. 

Sewerage  : 

The  average  daily  discharge  of  sewage  into  the  Joint  Main  Sewer  was  in  the  region  of  1 million  gallons 

per  day. 

The  last  phase  of  the  House  Connection  Scheme  was  completed  in  May.  The  first  contract  of  the 
scheme  was  accepted  in  February,  1958,  and,  during  the  scheme  as  a whole,  approximately  1,150  septic  tanks 
were  eliminated. 

In  January  a Preliminary  Report  on  the  Main  Drainage  of  the  District  was  presented  to  the  Sewerage 
Committee,  which  dealt  mainly  with  the  sewerage  arrangements  of  the  southern  area  of  the  district.  It  is  clear 
from  the  report  that  a scheme  for  the  relief  of  the  existing  main  sewers  is  required,  and  during  the  year  work 
has  continued  on  the  preparation  of  the  scheme.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a great  deal  of  work  had  been  com- 
pleted in  the  design  of  new  outfall  sewers  and  some  branch  sewers,  and  it  is  hoped  to  present  a further  report 
during  1963  detailing  and  recommending  the  inception  of  the  scheme. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  : 

The  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained  during  the  year,  three  collector  vehicles  being 
in  operation,  augmented  by  Highways  Department  vehicles  at  exceptionally  busy  periods. 

Refuse  disposal  was  by  controlled  tipping  at  Longridge. 

One  hundred  and  three  tons,  seventeen  cwts.  of  salvaged  materials  were  sold  during  the  year. 
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Street  Lighting  : 

The  district  is  lit  entirely  by  electricity.  By  agreement  with  Developers  street  lighting  was  installed  in 
the  following  streets:

Private  Enterprise  Housing  : 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  141  houses  were  under  construction,  166  houses  were  completed  during 
the  year,  making  a total  of  1,879  houses  built  since  the  war. 

Council  Houses  : 

Building  work  has  proceeded  during  the  year  at  the  Aged  Persons’  Dwellings  site  at  Poole  Road  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  24  bungalows  and  2 two-bedroome d flats  were  completed.  The  completion  of  the  remaining 
16  one-bedroomed  flats  is  expected  in  the  New  Year.
